H u sb a n d s and wives tiling 
joint r e tu rn s totaled 2,010,850 and had 
net taxab le income of $13,870,232.3 bl. 
Stu dy of the above figures shows 
th a t a g reater p art of tin* federal rev­ 
enue from individual income taxes is 
derived from married persons, while 
re tu rn s by single women constituted 
one-third Hie number flied by single 
men.

This “bureau," the work of which 
consists of examining, marking, label­ 
ing, cataloging, arid 
filling 
the ob­ 
jects received, Is housed in the old 
pension building. At the present time 
more than a dozen steel eases are 
used 
for 
the 
filing, 
and 
they 
are 
crammed to the limit with sealed pack­ 
ages. 
Once the tiling is complete, Pie 
“bureau” begins its efforts to find the 
heirs. 
In every case everything possi­ 
ble Is done to find some relative— a 
parent, brother, sister, wife, or child. 
A single glance into any of the 
many packages proves how great their 
value would be to loved ones, if they 
could ugly be readied. But intrinsical­ 
ly the# have small value. 
Yet the 
world’s greatest 
government 
spends 
Its time and energies collecting, label­ 
ing, and distributing these “priceless” 
treasures 
lo 
their 
rightful 
owners. 
Government employees comb the whole 
globe In their efforts to find the heirs, 
in* m atter how trivial the value of 
the property in question. 
Whether it is a faded love letter, a 
lock of balr, a picture, or what not, 
Uncle Sam makes the same efforts in 
every case to search out the heirs. 
O ur consuls in foreign countries who 
are under the State departm ent han­ 
dle tin* affairs and personal effects of 
those persons who die abroad. If the 
heirs cannot be found tho property Is 
sent 
to the 
"bureau of dead men’s 
shoes" ami stored while further ef­ 
fort is made to find them. 
Nearly all of the packages In the 
"bureau" contain rings and watches 
ami 
medals. 
There are also many 
other relics, such as lockets, photo­ 
graphs, locks of hair, letters from 
sweethearts, etc. And many of those 
whose effects go to the bureau leave 
real 
estate, batik notes, 
bonds, etc. 
But these are always converted into 
dollars and deposited in the treasury
